I was bora in the year 179—, in a cow-shed,

sad catastrophe that befel that great but eccen- 
tric geuius,* resolved to fly an ungrateful coun- 


Ireland. With this view they came over, to the 
number of five, to Ballyshannon, from which 
place one, by means any thing but miraculous, 
was speedily transferred to Botany Bay; ano- 
ther died of a broken heart in the county jail, « 
third fell a victim to a severe cold, caught while 

azing at one of the prettiest prospects in all 
nt from a damp pillery; a fourth got his 
head accurately divided into two distinct de- 
partments, by his dearest and best friend, at a 
wedding; while the fifth, a lady of infinite whim 
and vivacity, espoused my father, the respected 
merchant above-mentioned. Of this last indivi- 
dual I must here pause, andsay a few words. — 
He was a wild, rambling character, full of fun, 
frolic and whiskey ; endowed with principles that 
sat gracefully and easily upon him, hke an old 
coat; and of so restless a temperament, that, 
except when in the stocks—an accident to which

It announc- 
ed that the plague was fast approaching Odessa, 
and that decided cases of that tremendous dis- 
order had occurred withm three miles of that 
city. The inhabitants were full of consterna- 
tion; all business was suspended, and, as it is 
customary im visitations of this nature, every 
family was provisioning themselves and making 

reparations for locking themselves up in their 
boosts ull the destroying scourge should have 
passed. Odessa isthe grand depot whence all 
the magazines of the army were supplied, and if 
it be reduced to a desert for the space of a few 
months only, the legions now beyond the Balkan 
may be stopped for want of provisions in their 
victorious march, or delivered up helpless by 
famine into the hands of their enemies. 

The accounts from Odessa respecting the 
plague are of the 27th of July. 

Letters from Odessa, dated to the 28th ult. 
contain alarming rumours respecting the place. 
Round one of the villages a corden sanitare is 
established,'and no person is allowed, under any 
pretence, either to enter or leave the place. 
Several cases are reported at Odessa iteoll, 

An extraordinary Cabinet courier, it is said, 
who left Constantinople the 17th, with the news 
that the Porte has rejected every proposition 
respecting Greece, as well as with regard to an 
arrangement with Russie. The greatest prepara- 
tons for the continuance of the war are inaking 
throughout the Ottoman Empire. 

Letters from Berlin mention a fresh levy of 
men in Russia, of four men in every five hun- 
dred of the male population.

The Morning Herald says that the Emperor 
Nicholas knows thet Great Britain will aveid a 
war with Russia, if possible, for the very best of 
reasons. 

The London papers contain further accounts 
of disasters by the late storm in Scotland. Ma- 
ny lives were lost on the coast, and much pro- 
perty destroyed on shore. The Rothes-bridge 
is broken down, and many houses in and near 
Rothes were prostrated. The bridge was a 
splendid edifice and cost upwards of £14 000. 

The progress of the Russian arms and the un- 
settled condition of the French ministry had 
produced some agitation upon the Lundon Stock 
Exchange, aided, no doubt, by speculators, who 
had their own obj to answer by the depres- 
On the 15th ult. there was a sort 
of panic on the Stock Exchange, the price of 
Consols falling once one per cent. This pro- 
duced alarm and as a consequence a variety of 
rumors. Four sail of the line were fitting out at 
Portsmouth for the Dardanelles—hemp had 
fallen, in anticrpation of a war with Russia, £5 
a ton—and an insurrection was on the point of 
breaking out at Paris. It is said that a good 
deal of Stock on account of Hebrew capitalists. 
Consols for the Accounts opened for 88 1-8, 
then rose to 88 1-4, when they suddenly fell to 
87 1-4. A_ leading broker bought £50,000 
Money Stock, which had the effect of ramsing 
them to 87 8-4. They left off at 875-8 On 
the 17th the reports, which no body believed, 
were officially contradicted, and the money 
market recovered from the agitation of the 15th. 
Consols closed at $87 8-4 7-8. On the 18th 
there was a further improvement, attributed 
to reports, that the Turks had manifested a 
willingness to treat for peace.
